OFFICIAL COMMUNIQUES 
FROM THE GREAT WAR. 


ARIS, Jan. 10.—The following of- 

ficial communication was itesvued 

by the War Office tonight: 
“Last night in the Champagne re- 
gion two counter attacks by the Ger- 
mans—one to the north of Perthes, 
the other to the north of Beausejour 
repelled. In the Argonne two 
minor attacks by the enemy have 
falled—at Fontaine and at 
St. Hubert, There wag a lively fusil- 
lade in the direction of Hill 263, west 
of Boureuilles and on Le Ruisseau 
des Nourissous, but no attacks. 

“The night was calm on the rest of 
the front.” 

The following statement was given 
out here semi-officially today: 

“The French government announces 
that, because the Germans are hold- 
ing French surgeons and nurses, it 
wil hereafter expatriate German sur- 
geons and nurses held as prisoners 
only in proportion to the return of 
French surgeogs and nurses who are 
prisoners in Germany. The govern- 
ment in the future will accord other 
German prisoners only the same treat- 
ment as is acoorded French prisoners 
in Germany.” 

The following official statement was 
issued 


today: 

“From the sea to the Oise, there 
have been artillery duels. 

“Upon the Aisne, in the region 
of Boissons, the enemy, in spite of 
many attacks, has not been able to 
recapture the trenches which he 
had lost. At the end of the day he 
again bombarded Soeissons. 

“In the country from Rheims to 
the Argonne our artillery has shelled 
the German trenches very effectively 
at several points, driving away bodies 
of sappers, 

“The positions which we have 
gained at Perthes and around that 
village have been organized. A 
counter attack of the enemy to the 
west of Perthes has been repulsed. 
In the neighborhood of La Ferte de 
Beausejour, we have made a two- 
fold progress by gaining ground to the 
west and by taking possession of a 
fleld fort to the north. 
“In the Argonne, the enemy has 
bombarded the region of Four de 
Paris; we have replied and destroyed 
a German blockhouse. 
“The enemy's efforts have been 
continued on Hill 2638. 
“Between the Argonne and the 
Meuse, nothing noteworthy occurred. 
“On the heights of the Meuse, in 
the forest of Apremont, one of the 
enemy's attacks has been checked by 
the fire of our artillery. 
“In the Vosges to the northwest of 
Watwiller (in the region of Thann,) 
we have also repulsed an attack.” 
FROM BERLIN. 

[RY WIRKLESS AND A, P.} 
BERLIN, Jan. 10 (via London.)-— 
The War Office today gave out the 
following statement: 
“The bad weather lasted through 
yesterday in the western theater of 
the war. The Lys has in certain 
places flooded the country to a width 
of 800 meters. 

“The enemy's attempts to eject us 
from our positions in the dunes of 
Nieuport failed. 

“Northeast of Solssons the French 
repeated their attacks. They were 
all repulsed yesterday with great 
losses to the enemy. We captured 
more than 100 prisoners. Battles at 
Soissons itself recommenced today. 
The French have again fiercely at- 
tacked. Their attacks broke down 
with very heavy losses to them. We 
took about fourteen prisoners. 

“In the Argonne we have gained 
further ground. In. this district and 
aleo in the neighborhood of Apre- 
mont, north of Toul, the battles con- 
tinue. 

“On the evening of January 8 the 
French again tried to take the 'village 
of Burnhaupt by a night attack which 
failed completely. Our troops took 
230 more French prisoners and one 
machine gun, so that the war boety 
taken at Burnhaupt its increased to 
two officers, 420 men and one ma- 
chine gun. The French apparently 
suffered heavy losses on this occasion 
also, as great numbers of killed and 
injured are tying before our front 
and in the neighboring woods. 

“Only trivial engagements took 
place yesterday jn Upper Alsace. At 
about midnight our troops repelled a 
French attack at Lower Aspach, 
“The weather in the eastern thea- 
ter of war has net yet improved. The 
situation remains unchanged on the 
entire eastern front. 
“Unimportant Russian advances | 
south of Miawa were repulsed.” 
FROM PETROGRAD. 


lowing semi-official statement was 
given out here today regarding the 
recent naval activity in the Black 


Sea: 

“On Christmas Eve (January 6, 
modern calendar.) our warships in 
the Black Sea engaged the enemy's 
cruisers Breslau and Hamidich, in- 
flicting upon them considerable dam- 
age. On the day after Christmas our 
ehips exploring the Bay of Synope, 
fired on several Turkish craft loaded 
with cargo. The same night Ruasian 
torpedo boats bombarded two of the 
enemy's sailing ships, carrying flour, 
and took eighteen men prisoners. 

“On the third day after Christmas 
our ships explored the harbors of 
Trebizond and Piatana, where they 
discovered nothing to arouse sus- 
picion. In the harbor of Surmener 
they burned a-large number of Turk- 
ish barks loaded with cargo. Hast 
of Surmener, our ships destroyed 
four of the enemy's merchant vessels 
and eleven sailing ships in the har- 
bor of Rizeh. ‘They bombarded the 
port of Khopa. ' 

“Accoramg to information received 
here the Yurkish mine layer, Peik-!- 
Shefket, on January 2, entered the 
harbor of Stenia, in the Bosphorus, 
assited by steam lifeboats. The 
Peik-i-Shefket had been badiy dam- 
aged along the waterline and in the 
bow, where a cannon had been dis- 
abled. The mine layer ran ashore, 
immediately began to leak badly, and 
perhaps can be considered out of 
service for a long time.” 


An official communication issued at 
Constantinople of January 6 said 
that two Turkish cruisers had been 
engaged by a Rugsian squadron of 
seventeen units, but that the Turkish 
warships were not damaged. 

The Breslau. a cruise: of 4478 tons 
displacement, ia one of the two Ger- 
man warships which were turned 
over to Turkey early in the war. The 
Hamidich is a small Turkish cruiser 
of 3830 tons displacement and carry- 
ing a crew of 362 men. 

The following official statement 
from the General Staff of the Russian 
commander-in-chief, was made public 
tonight: 

“On the left bank of the Vistula 
nothing but desultory engagements 
with the Germans have taken place. 
During the night of January 8-9 and 
throughout the following day the Ger- 
mans directed four successive attacks 
against us in the northern region. 

“Our troops, proceed by sapping, 

pelted the German with hand grenades 
and forced them out of their trenches 
and leveled their works. 
“In the region of the Moghely 
farm, we advanced and succeeded in 
taking part of the German trenches, 
in which we intrenched ourselves. 

“On the Austrian front no important 
change has occurred. Our attacks 
there, however, have succeeded and the 
Austrians everywhere retreated. We 
took some prisoners.” 

The following statement from the 
General Staff of the army in the Cau- 
casus Was issued tonicht: ’ 

“The fighting tn the outskirts of 
Kara-Urean continues with the same 
obstinacy. 

“On the other fronts there has been 
no essential modification in the situa- 
tion.” 

FROM VIENNA. 
(BY ATLANTIC CABL#® AND A. P.) 

VIENNA, Jan. 10 (ia Amsterdam 
and London, Jan 11.)-—The following 
official communication was issued to- 
day: 

“The general situation ts without 
change. South of the Vistula the Rus- 
sians yesterday bombarded our posi- 
tions, but without result. They 4di- 
rected the fire particularly to our po- 
sitions on the heights to the northeast 
of Zaklicyn (‘ialicia.) 

“North of the Vistula at some points, 
there have been heavy artillery battles. 
An attempt by the enemy to cross the 
Nida with weak forces falled. 

“The situation in the Carpathians is 
quiet. Two reconnoitering detach- 
ments of the enemy in Bukowina were 
destroyed by machine gun fire.

Producing Bread. 
[New York Medical Journal:] 
Chemists have repeatedly called at- 
tention to the extravagance of the 
American public In respect to foods 
and have seen in this one of the 


causes of the high cost of Mliving. 
Again and again they have pointed 
out that cheaper cuts of meat, for 
example, are fully ag nourishing as 
filet and porterhouse steak, and that 
all that is needed is education as to 
the proper method of cooking. What 
is true of meat applies also to many 
other foods. Just now, for example, 
wheat flour has advanced considerab- 
ly in price, being quoted at $6.75 a 
rrel. Exactly the same amount of 
the nourishment in the form of rye 
flour costs $6, a saving of $1.75 a 
barrel.

RIES TWICE TO

The second attempt of Timothy 
Goodwin, Jr., a lawyer, to end his 
life, failed yesterday morning. With 
a persistency which is only equalled, 
according to the police, by his desire 
for drugs, Goodwin made his last ef- 
fort at suicide by cutting his throat, 
hacking at an artery in his wrist and 
jumping from the roof of a shed back 
of No. 214 West Third street. 

Young, educated and a graduate of 
the University of Southern California 
law school, Goodwin has already 
served a term in the Patton Asylum 
to cure the drug habit. He is the 28- 
year-old son of Timothy Goodwin, 
Sr., of No. 615 South Berendo street.
